toria Gaol) laid aside the belaying pi 
and fortified himself with a much more 
murderous weapon—a capstan bar. With 
thia he struck Kennedy on the side of the 
head, felling him to the deck, While lying 
prottrate, Kennedy wes: very well beaten 
and ke was also jumped on to mske him 
more amonable to tho reasonable diasiplino 
of the Nova Scotian clipper. He was then 
ordered aloft, but was simply unable to do 
any work, and had to come down on deck 
whero he was #0 harried by his awporiors that 
ho crawled off to the foro part of the ship.

Yet thiy suuke is mover affected by 
tho injection of its own poison into its own blood, 
uoither when cnraged it bites iteelf nor when ils 
ven m is injectod by urlifcial meus to test tho 
qarution Speaking on the latter point Dr, 8. 
Wroip Mitchell, an expert on snake poison, saya t 
“[ bave over aud over tried this experimont, bat 
in no engn have I seen death result. Why should 
this be?! . . 

Dr Mitchell further says ‘The many noxious 
compounds man carries in bis liver and gastric 
gianda (ihe stownch) are fatal if Lhey enter the 
bond in any large amount. There iv scarcely an 
organ in man's body which is uot.a porwille 
sources of poison to him, Srl doses are con 
woutly passing into and out of his hieol.
